Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The purpose of the inverview was to determine the specific type of experimental 
evidence the Examiner would find persuasive to overcome the indefiniteness and obviousness rejections of record, 
according to the interview request filed 2/23/2010. 

It was noted that an Examiner is not in a position to determine the quantity or type of experimentation an applicant is 
willing to perform or the nature of the data to be obtained therefrom. Therefore, it is impossible to determine without 
more the type of evidence that would be persuasive in a particular case. In addition, for after final declarations 
applicant is referred to MPEP gg 714.12 and 714.13 wherein it is stated that new affidavits or other new evidence 
should not be entered after final unless applicant provides "good and sufficient reasons" under 37 CFR <S 1.1 16 or 37 
CFR <S 1.195 why they were not earlier presented, in the instant case, a first action was sent to applicant with 
various rejections, including a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 wherein the examiner made out a proper prima facie 
case. In response to applicant's argument, a final rejection was mailed to applicant that repeats the rejections and 
sufficiently rebuts applicant's arguments by pointing out that a prima facie case has been presented and arguments 
relative to unexpected results, for example, are not sufficient in the absence of evidence to support the argument. 
In the instant case, probative evidence to be provided might possibly be objective experimental evidence 
demonstrating a clear nexus or correlation between unexpected properties of or results obtained for a specific product 
wherein the specific product is claimed in the precise terms of the process used to make the product having the 
unexpected properties, i.e. as a product-by-process having the identical scope of the material having unexpected 
results..

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.
